Pope  John  Paul  II  Conquers  America 


Pope  John  Paul  II  completed  his  whirlwind  7-day  tour  of  six  American 
cities  last  Sunday,  spreading  his  plea  for  peace  and  a  return  to  older 
Catholic  ethics.  In  his  speech  at  the  United  Nations,  the  Pope  asked  for 
the  respect  for  the  rights  of  all  parties  in  the  Middle  East.  The  Pontiff 
criticized  America's  love  affair  with  materialism.  He  also  took  strong 
stands  against  the  ordaining  of  women  as  priests,  the  modern  dress  of 
nuns,  abortion,  homosexuality,  and  marriage  for  priests. 

A  protest  of  the  stand  on  women  in  the  Church  was  made  during  the 
Pope's  visit  by  Sister  Theresa  Kane,  president  of  the  Leadership 
Conference  of  Women  Religious.  In  her  introduction  of  the  Pope  to  a 
conference  of  female  religious  leaders,  she  urged  the  Pope  and  the  Church 
to  consider  ~the  power  and  possibility"  of  including  “women  as 
persons  in  all  ministries  of  the  Church."  This  was  the  only  protest  made 
publicly  to  the  Pope,  but  the  other  changes  stressed  by  the  Pope  have 
stirred  up  quiet  controversy. 

Protesters  returned  to  the  Seabrook  nuclear  power  plant  last  weekend 
-  an  attempt  to  occupy  and  shut  down  the  facility.  2500  people  stormed 
the  gates  last  Saturday  and  Sunday  and  tried  to  cut  down  fences  and  enter 
me  facility  for  the  purpose  of  non-violent  protest.  But  police  and  law 
enforcement  officials  from  five  states  were  ready  this  time.  Using  riot 
gear,  Mace,  and  a  strategy  of  breaking  up  groups  before  they  got  into  the 
r  ant,  officials  frustrated  repeated  attempts  by  protesters  to  enter  the 
r  ant  As  of  Monday,  the  protesters  were  still  attempting  to  enter  the 
facility,  but  more  than34  of  the  tired  and  discouraged  force  had  given  up 
the  effort. 

In  :  t  ier  news,  black  students  from  6  Boston  high  schools  left  their  classes 

three  times  last  week  to  march  to  city  hall  to  protest  the  shooting  of  Darryl 
W  illiams.  The  students  were  upset  by  the  racial  climate  in  Boston  schools, 
w  hich  they  say  caused  the  shooting,  and  by  the  low  bail  set  for  three  white 
ouths  who  have  been  apprehended  in  connection  with  the  crime.  The

ULowell  Car  Thefts 
Reach  Drastic 
Proportions 


Since  the  start  of  school  last 
September,  8  cars  have  been  stolen 
on  campus  property.  A  majority  of

these  cars  have  been  taken  from 
the  Leitch  and  Bourgeois  dormi¬ 
tories'  parking  lots  where  lighting 
is  poor.  A  few  have  been  stolen 
from  the  Fox  Hall  parking  lot  in 
front  of  Leitch  Hall.  No  one  has 
been  caught  yet. 

Another  serious  problem  is  tape 
decks,  tapes,  and  car  stereos  being 
stolen  from  cars.  A  gang  of  kids 
were  recently  caught  with  a  trunk¬ 
load  full  of  car  stereo  equipment. 

One  major  source  of  the  theft 
problem  is  the  lack  of  security 


especially  in  the  Bourgeois  and 
Leitch  Hall  parking  lots.  A  poten¬ 
tial  thief  could  have  an  easy  time  of 
stealing  a  car  with  the  relative^ 
dim  lighting  in  the  parking  lots. 

Officials  fear  that  if  ULowell 
gains  notoriety  as  an  easy  place  to 
steal  a  car,  that  this  will  bring 
people  from  greater  distances  to 
steal  cars  here.  If  you  see  a  car 
being  stolen,  call  the  campus 
security  or  Lowell  police 
immediately.  Remember,  the  car 
you  save  may  be  your  own. 


What  You  Can  Do  To 
Prevent  Car  Thefts  . 

In  America,  during  the  past  twelve  years,  auto  thefts  have  gone  up  50r<. 
One  car  is  stolen  every  thirty-two  seconds  in  the  U.S.  At  ULowell  there 
are  about  two  cars  stolen  every  week.  If  a  professional  thief  wants  your 
car  you  really  can't  stop  him. 

Notfevery  car  thief  is  a  professional,  however.  For  a  very  few  dollars 
you  can  stop  an  amateur  by  doing  the  following: 

1.  tapered  door  lock  buttons  ($5) 

2.  Burglar  alarms  ($15-200) 

3.  Ignition  Shield  ($35) 

4.  Steering  Wheel  Brace  ($10) 

5.  Ignition  cut  off  switch  ($15-85) 

6.  Fuel  cut  off  switch  ($35-150) 

7.  The  cheapest  and  most  effective  method  is  a  keyed  hood  lock  and 
taking  your  ignition  coil  wire  with  you  whenever  you  leave  your  car. 

These  are  just  a  few  preventitive  measures  which  could  keep  your  car 
in  your  hands  and  not  in  a  nearby  river.

The  Future  Starts  Now 

Last  week.  Pope  John  Paul  II  urged  young  people  attending  the  Masson  Boston  Common  “to  reveal  the  true 
meaning  of  life  where  hatred,  neglect,  or  selfishness  threaten  to  take  over  the  world.”  In  his  speech,  the  Pontiff 
gave  America's  youth  the  responsibility  of  spreading  the  word  about  the  “option  of  love.” 

The  reaction  of  most  of  the  young  people  present  was  “It's  about  time!”  Several  pointed  out  the  importance  of 
the  Pope  establishing  their  place  in  the  Church.  This  has  been  a  problem  because  these  institutions,  with  their 
priests  in  middle  age,  seem  to  cater  more  to  the  elder  members. 

U nfortunately,  this  practice  tends  to  be  the  rule,  not  the  exception.  It  is  very  rare  that  we  get  an  opportunity  to 
assume  positions  of  responsibility  in  our  society. 

Ironically,  when  given  the  opportunity,  our  peers  have  made  quite  an  impression.  For  example,  during  last 
week's  Boston  Common  Mass,  James  Pellegrini,  a  sophomore  at  U  Mass-Boston,  was  given  an  opportunity  to 
lead  a  portion  of  the  Mass.  He  responded  with  a  touching  tribute  and  prayer  for  Darryl  Williams,  the  Jamaica 
Plain  football  player  who  was  shot  two  weeks  ago. 

In  the  wake  of  this  shooting,  Boston’s  high  school  students  have  spearheaded  the  drive  to  arrange  meetings 
with  city  leaders  to  reduce  racial  tensions  in  the  city.  When  300  students  marched  to  City  Hall  last  Friday,  they 
talked  Mayor  White  into  establishing  a  series  of  neighborhood  summits  to  talk  out  their  problems. 

Although  this  type  of  demonstration  occurs  more  often  than  criminal  action,  the  latter  is  publicized  so  much 
more  that  we  become  associated  more  with  bad  than  with  good.  For  example,  despite  the  fact  that  drunken 
drivers  of  all  ages  cause  death  on  the  highways,  teenagers  were  singled  out  in  several  states  by  the  raising  of  the 
drinking  age.  Even  the  Darryl  Williams  incident  will  probably  be  remembered  for  the  “thugs”  who  shot 
Williams  instead  of  the  racial  tensions,  aggravated  more  by  parents  and  civic  leaders  than  by  students,  which  led 
to  the  shooting.  Today,  the  word  “youth”  is  associated  with  drugs,  sex,  alcoholism,  and  vandalism. 

With  these  stereotypes  prevalent,  it  is  little  wonder  that  we  have  trouble  getting  support,  money,  and 
responsibility  frpm  society.  Because  of  this,  the  University  budget  has  been  cut  and  the  studen  trustees  must 
fight  to  get  some  representation  on  the  State  Reorganization  Committee. 

The  irony  of  this  situation  is  that  we  are  expected  to  take  over  the  world  and  solve  all  of  its  problems  in 
another  ten  to  twenty  years.  But  we  are  not  allowed  to  get  the  experience  we  need  now  in  order  to  perform  up  to 
expectations. 

When  members  of  the  older  generation  are  asked  why  we  are  not  allowed  to  serve  in  responsible  positions, 
they  answer  that  our  time  will  come  when  we  are  older  and  more  responsible.  But  the  future  begins  now _

Significantly,  the  Strand 
Ineater  represents  me  iinest 
potential  performing  center 
between  Boston  and  Montreal. 

We  owe  it  to  those  who  have  left 
the  memory  of  the  Strand  as  the 
palace  it  once  was,  to  preserve  it  so 
that  we  too  can  pass  it  on  to  others. 
By  saving  the  Strand  Theater  and 
developing  it  as  a  non-profit 
creative  and  performing  arts  cen¬ 
ter,  the  citizens  of  Lowell  can 
demonstrate  in  a  collective  action 
their  desire  and  will  to  create  a 
better  quality  of  life.  Won’t  you  be 
a  part  of  this  effort?

protest  has  res-. ted  in  the  establishment  of  a  series  of  neighborhood 
summits  on  the  racial  problems  in  the  city. 

A  tornado  lev  eled  three  Connecticut  towns  last  Wednesday,  killing  two 
people,  injuring  3 X  and  causing  over  $180  million  in  damage.  95  homes 
and  38  businesses  in  Windsor,  Windsor  Locks,  and  Suffield  were 
destroyed,  causing  President  Carter  to  declare  the  area  a  major  disaster 
area.  Harden*,  hit  was  Bradley  International  Airport  where  the  entire  air 
fleet  of  the  .ocal  National  Guard  was  destroyed,  which  hindered  the 
clean-up  process. 

President  Carter  took  steps  to  defuse  the  issue  of  the  Soviet  combat 
brigade  in  Cuba  last  Monday.  He  announced  an  increase  in  surveillance 
:  c'  Cl?'.  2  US  pledge  to  rush  to  the  aid  of  any  Latin  American  nation 
:r.re  =  :ened  by  Cuban  or  Soviet  troops,  and  a  decision  to  send  Defense 
Secretary  Harold  Brown  to  China  for  military  talks.  Howevef,  Carter  did 
sa>  tnat  the  dispute  was  not  worth  pursuing  at  the  expense  of  SALT  II. 
This  has  prompted  several  politicians  to  say  that,  in  the  second  eyeball- 
:o-e>eball  US-Soviet  confrontation  over  Cuba,  the  US  blinked  this  time. 

In  baseball,  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  and  theBaltimore  Orioles  will  meet 
:n  the  1979  World  Series  after  convincing  wins  in  thier  respective  league 
c  hampionship  series.  Pittsburgh  swept  Cincinnati  3  games  to  none,  while 
the  Orioles  took  three  out  of  four  from  the  California  Angels. 

Finally,  the  New  England  Patriots  faced  two  opponents  last  week,  but 
turned  out  to  be  their  own  worst  enemy  as  they  lost  to  the  Green  Bay 
Packers,  27-14,  and  had  to  struggle  to  beat  the  Detroit  Lions,  24-17. 
Running  back  Andy  Johnson  was  lost  for  the  year  after  injuring  his  knee 
in  the  Green  Bay  game.

“The  automatic  lights  don’t  come  on 
until  way  after  dusk,  which  is  why  we  have  had  to  cut  our  home  meets 
down  from  seven  matches  to  five.”  Despite  the  lights.  Coach  Chamber- 
lain  is  pleased  with  the  team’s  progress  and  is  optimistic  for  the  future. 
Next  home  match  is  against  Framingham  State  Tuesday  at  3  o’clock.

Chiefs  Roll  Over 
St.  Michaels 


The  1979  ULowell  Chiefs 
trounced  St.  Michael’s  College  last 
Saturday  with  an  academy  award 
winning  impersonation  of  the  1977 
championship  team.  The  Chiefs 
who  struggled  through  their  first  3 
wins  unleashed  a  vicious  offensive 
attack  in  the  first  half  scoring  4 
times  on  drives  of  50,  55,  73,  &  75 
yards  on  the  way  to  a  35-12  win 
over  St.  Mike’s. 

On  their  very  1st  possession  at 
the  50  yard  line,  the  Chiefs  moved 
the  ball  effortlessly  against  the  St. 
Mike  defense  with  Bill  Kulis  run¬ 
ning  it  in  from  the  5.  Bill  Stecchi, 
who  converted  5  of  5  PAT’s, 
kicked  the  extra  point  to  make  the 
score  7-0. 

After  a  St.  Mike’s  punt, 
ULowell  drove  again  deep  into 
their  opponents  territory  with  the 
aid  of  an  Ed  O’Neil  to  Pat  Welch 
option  pass  covering  40  yards.  But 
the  St.  Mike  defense  held  together 
to  stop  the  Chiefs  10  yards  short  as 
Stecchi’s  field  goal  attempt  fell 
short. 

In  the  second,  the  Chiefs,  with¬ 
out  passing,  ground  out  an  impres¬ 
sive  73  yard  march  with  Army 
Sancartier  getting  most  of  those 
yards  and  scoring  from  the  one  to 
make  it  14-0  Chiefs. 

Following  a  Bill  Ashe  fumble 
recovery  on  the  ULowell  45, 
quarterback  Ken  Welch  threw  two 
passes,  one  to  Bob  Cathcart  for  7 
and  then  a  48  yarder  to  tight  end 
Mike  Mazzola  for  the  3rd  Chief 
touchdown.  Mazzola  who  had 
been  dearly  missed  by  the  Chiefs  in 
their  previous  3  games  because  of  a 
hamstring  pull,  appeared  to  be  in 
top  form  again  as  he  hauled  in 
Welch’s  scoring  strike. 

St.  Mike  finally  scored  as 
quarterback  Jeff  scampered  40 
yards  on  a  bootleg  play  around  left 


end  faking  a  handoff  on  4th  and  1. 

The  Chiefs  were  not  to  be  out 
done  as  Welch  maneuvered 
ULowell  on  a  75  yard  drive  picking 
up  55  yards  on  5  carries  and 
scoring  from  the  one  with  seconds 
left  in  the  first  half. 

In  the  second  half,  Jones  scored 
St.  Mike’s  other  touchdown  on  a  1 
yard  drive.  The  drive,  starting  at 
St.  Mike’s  20,  was  highlighted  by  a 
55  yard  scramble  by  Jones  who 
finished  with  94  yards  on  the 
ground. 

Coming  right  back  again,  the 
Chiefs  finished  off  the  scoring  with 
another  long  drive,  this  one  eating 
up  82  yards  as  Kulis  took  the  hand¬ 
off  from  Stecchi  hitting  paydirt 
from  the  5. 

The  Chiefs  finished  with  247 
yards  on  the  ground  and  162  yards 
on  the  air  with  316  of  their  total 
409  yards  in  the  first  half  (174 
yards  rushing,  142  passing). 
Sancartier  was  the  leading  rusher 
with  130  yards  in  24  carries.  Ken 
Welch  and  Kulis  added  65  and  44 
yards  in  9  tries  apiece.  Welch  was 
also  5  for  8  for  102  yards  passing. 

Chiefs  next  home  game  is  this 
Saturday  at  2:00  P.M.  at  Cawley 
Stadium  in  the  ULowell 
Homecoming  Game.
